Section 1,341!, 
Kentucky statutes, recites: "Any per- 
son owning, operaiiug 
traction or portable eu 
any highway or private pass way or 
laue, in thin State, that is moved in 
whole or in part by steam power, shall 
send, and keep at least two hundred 
yards in advance of said engine, a 
messenger whose duty it shall be to 
warn all pel sons of iu approach and 
render such assistance aa shall be 
necessary to secure Uie safety o' all 
such persons; and any person failing 
to comply with the provisions of this 
section shall be fined not less than ten 
nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offense."— En.

Observe The Law. 

That season of the year for the trac- 
tiou, or portable, engine to get in its 
workou the highway, byway and pass- 
way is at hand, and one accident, nar- 
rowly escaping a loss of life, has already- 
occurred In tni 6 connection, it is 
well enough for persons operating con- 
cerns of this class, as well as the public 
generally, to thoroughly understand 
the law on the subject. Section 1,343, 
Kentucky statutes, recites: "Any per- 
son owning, operating or moving any 
traction or portablejengine ou or along 
any highway or private passway or 
lane, in this State, that is moved in 
whole or in part by steam power, shall 
send, and keep at least two hundred 
yards in advance of said engine, a 
messenger whose duty it shall be to 
warn all persons of its approach and 
render such assistance as shall be 
necessary to secure the safety of ail 
such persons; and any person failing 
to comply wit h the provisions of this 
section shail lie fined uot less than ten 
uormore than fifty dollars for each 
offense."— Ex.
